Fourteen years—a good chunk 
out of a man’s life—have passed 
since Dec. 7, 1941, when Japan 

attacked ‘the 
United States, 
virtually wiping 
out the Pacific 
fleet. 
» So much of 
sthe unceasing 
sea of history 
has flowed over 
us in the con- 
stant tides— 
some high, some 
low that the 
edges of that day have dulled. 

The attack came to Americans 
With even less warning than to 
Pearl Harbor. It was Sunday. 
Most Americans were at lunch, or 
preparing for it. 

The news that morning had 
contained no hint of war. 

Indeed, the news was that the 
President had on Saturday cabled 
the Emperor in Tokyo asking his 
help in dispelling the dark clouds 
which threatened. The President 
did not reveal to the people the 
fear which existed in Washington 
that war would come. Also, the 
White House did not know the 
Emperor almost literally was cap- 
tive of the war party in his coun- 
try. They withheld any answer to 
the presidential cable. 

Both Franklin Roosevelt and 
Secretary of State Hull had 
warned the Army and Navy some 
five weeks before that the Far 
Eastern crisis was now out of the 
hands of diplomacy and remained 
a problem-—for them. 


Surprise Attack 


Two weeks before, the com- 
manders had received even more 
definite word. Secretary Hull had 
suggested, in the licht of Japan’s 
proclivity for beginning wars by 
stealth, that all hands in the Pa- 
cific be on watchful guard. The 
secretary commented that we did 
not want to permit a surprise at- 
tack to “stampede the hell out of 
our scattered forces.’’ 

Because of the acute tenseness 
of the situation, the President 
sent, and made public the text, 
a hopeful cable to the Emperor 
asking for public assurance 
against war. 

There was no answer. 

At 1 o'clock on -Sunday the 
Japanese envoys asked for an ap- 
pointment with Secretary Hull. 
Eager to have it behind him, he 
suggested they come right over. 
The time was set for 1:45. It was 
2:05 before they arrived.

Pearl Harbor’s Lesson 


Fourteen years ago today, Japanese 
planes flew over lightly guarded Pearl 
Harbor and dealt United States naval 
might a blow from which it was years 
recovering. 

The skies were serene that tragic 
dawn. There was serious friction between 
Washington and Tokyo but two Japanese 
emissaries were en route to the United 
States, and the optimistic thought they 
bore olive branches 

That was when the bombs fell. Ships 
were sunk and many died. A terrible price 
was paid for unpreparedness, and the 
national habit of optimism. 

The battleship Arizona was sunk that 
morning by a direct hit. She went to the 
bottom carrying around 1,200 of her crew 
with her. 

The Arizona still rests in the mud of 
Pearl Harbor, a small part of her super- 
structure breaking the water. Those who 
died aboard remain there, entombed for 
the years to come. 

This morning, as on other mornings, the 
flag will be run up a mast on the Ari- 
zona’s superstructure. At sundown it will 
be lowered, a mute salute to the first of 
the World War II dead. 

Of all our monuments and memorials 
the Arizona is the one that comes to 
mind today, 14 years later. It is a re- 
minder for all time of the fruits of un- 
preparedness and of the dangerous virtue 
of giving the enemy the benefit of the 
doubt. ;

This means that we not only need 
to recruit about 46,000 new school 
teachers annually for expansion 
but about three times that many 
to replace those who leave. 

This means that while only about 
one-fifth of all current graduates 
of four-year ~colleges now enter 
school teaching, at least half of 
all college graduates will have to 
enter teaching during the next 10 
years to fill our needs. 

There is no certainty that they 
will do so. It is going to be fan- 
tastically hard to recruit enough 
qualified teachers fast enough to 
make up this yawning deficit. 

I can’* escape the feeling that 
our educators have not bégun to 
tap the possibilities of television. 
I suspect there are many who do 
not realize what a vista of prac- 
tical use educational television is 
already opening up. I draw the 
following facts from a report by 
Robert R. Mullen, executive direc- 
tor of th National Citizens Com- 
mittee for Educational Television: 

Today, 21 courses: are being of- 
fered over educational television 
stations for high school or college 
credit. 

In St. Louis the educational TV 
station i: working with Washing- 
ton and St. Louis universities on 
scheduling a full two-year junior 
college course. 

Last summer there was no pub- 
lic summer high school in. Pitts- 
burgh. Instead, the educational 


For a decade at least the condition has been getting 


television station presented care- 
fully prepared makeup courses. The 
state of Pennsylvania announced 
that those who took the course and 
passed would be given credits for 
courses they had failed the previ- 
ous term. More than 80 per cent of 
those taking the examination were 
able to make passing grades. 

As a result of this experience a 
complete high school course, com- 
pressed into two years, is now be- 
ing offered over educational TV 
in Pittsburgh. The expense isgnegli- 
gible. No buildings are needed. A 
television teacher of talent can do 
her job as well whether she is 
teaching 20 pupils or 20,000. 

In Pittsburgh, educational TV 
is‘ running classes for the fifth 
grade in reading, arithmetic and 
French. The classes run 45 min- 
utes. 

In St. Louis, educational TV is 
arranging to offer spelling for ‘the 
second grade level and general 
science, English grammar and 
composition for the high schoo 
evel, ' : 


It isn’t good enough for pro- 
fessional educators to dismiss TV- 
teaching, as some do, as just an- 
other cherry on the nut sundae of 
education. On the basis. of experi- 
ments now being tested, televi- 


sion may well prove to be @ val- - 


uable and expanding resource of 
our public schools at a time when 
no tool can be safely left unused.

Byrnes Dares 
Mitchell Test | 
Of Obnoxious 


GREENVILLE, S.C., Dec. 6 (iP— 
Fiider statesman James F. Byrnes 
indicated today he may forget his 
vow not serve as a delegate to the 
1956 National Democratic conven- | 
tion so he can accept a challenge | 
from former Democratic Chairman | 
Stephen Mitchell. 

Byrnes told reporters last winter 
he dcfinitely would not serve as} 
a delegate to the convention next! 
year 

However, he told a civic club 
today “if anything would change 
mv mind .. . it would be the 
threat by the former chairman. . 
that the national convention will 
refuse to seat any delegate elected 
hv the Democrats of any sovereign 
state on the ground they are ob- 
noxious to him.” 

Byrnes said he does not know 
Mitchell personally, but ‘“‘from all 
I have heard of him, certainly he 
is obnoxious to me.’’ 

South Carolina’s national conven- 
tion delegates are elected in state 
convention and the 1952. delega- 
tion, which included Byrnes, was 
challenged but finally seated. 

The state convention met again 
after the Democrats had nom- 
nated Adlai Stevenson and, at 
Byrnes’ urging, named a slate of 
electors pledged to Stevenson, with 
the announcement that South Ca- 
rolina Democrats were not bound 
to vote for the Stevenson electors. 

Byrnes later announced his sup- 
port for the independent slate of 
electors sponsored by “South Car- 
‘olinians for Eisenhower.” 

“Tf the convention follows Mr. 
Mitchell and convinces the people 
of the country they want no per- 
son to vote for the Democratic 
candidate in 1956 except those who 
voted for Mr. Stevenson in 1952, 
the result is certain,’ declared 
Byrnes. “The Democrats will car- 
ry only seven... states.”

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Dec. 6. 
(—A scheduled address by Geor- 
gia’s attorney general, Eugene 
Cook, Thursday night before the 
Yale law school's Conservative 
Society has whipped up a storm of 
protest here. 

"Cook, says an announcement by 
the Conservative Society, is to 
discuss ‘‘The Southern View of 
Segregation.” 

Opposition to Cook's address 
has come from the Yale chapter 
of the National Association for the 


Advancement of Colored People | 


(NAACP}:-the John Dewey ~~ 50- 
ciety, the New Haven Civil Lib- 
erties Council, the Yale Hillel 
Foundation, Yale Christian Assn. 
and the Young Democrats of Yale. 

In a joint statement, these 
groups said tdday they have 

sought without success to induce 
the Conservative Society to change 
Cook’s appearance to a public de- 
bate ‘‘so both sides of the question 
may be discussed.” 

The statement declared that “a 
more representative and _  con- 
structive approach to the problem 
ig needed’’ than is permitted in 
a one-sided discussion. 

The group has the support of 
the Yale Daily News which said 
editorially: 

“It would seem that the freedom 
of expression that the Conserva- 
tive Society so vigorously and 
justifiably advocates is being 
compromised here.”’ 

The answer of the six societies 
has been to schedule a panel dis- 
cussion for Friday night at the 
Yale Law School on the subject 
**Diffic iltles Faced by Desegre- 
gation.”

Warmer, international representa-

Laboratory tests show that 
@ishes washed in a mechanical 
washer are cleaner than those 


washed by hand. One public health 
service test showed that bacterial 
count was smaller on the mechani- 
cally washed dishes. 

A test at Michigan State College 
showed that diseases could be car- 
ried from one person to another 
by germs left on dishes. But the 
conclusion of the professors was 
that mechanical dishwashing can 
virtually eliminate the health 
hazard. 

Still another test uséd_ ultra- 
violet light and a fluorescent dye. 
This method showed up particles 
remaining on the dishes too small 
to be noticed by other means. 

There were fewer particles on 
dishes that had gone through good 
mechanical washers than on those 
that had been hand-washed.

Your water heater may not be 
able to keep up with the load as 
you add new appliances for home 
use. As U.S. homes become more 
modern, they put in two or more 
bathrooms, big washing machines,
